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High Praise for the 35th Division 
in Official Order From Gen. Bullard | 


HE text of Lievtenant-General Bullard’s order, congratulating 
the Thirty-fifth Division upon its service to its country in France, 
issued upon its departure from the Second Army for return to 
the United States, follows: 
HEADQUARTERS SECOND ARMY -AMERICAN EXPEDITIONARY 

FORCES, March 7, 1919. 

General Orders No. 11. 

1. Upon the departure of the Thirty-fifth Division from the Sec- 
ond Army for return to the United States, the Commanding General 
of the army desires to congratulate the division upon its services to its 
eountry in France. Organized and trained in the United States, it re- 
ceived a special training with the British army in France, beginning 
in June, 1918. In July it occupied the Gerardmere sector with the 
French and it executed various successful raids such as the Hilsenfirst 
and the Mattle raids upon which it was highly complimented, and re- 
ceived decorations from the French, with whom it was serving. In the 
Gerardmere sector it covered and protected effectively a tremendous 
front. 

In September the division backed up the First American Army 
‘| during its operations in the St. Mihiel salient. 

In the end of September the division attacked as part of the 
First Army in the great Verdun-Argonne battle. It stormed and took 
Vaquois Hill and Bois de Rossignol, two strong points of the German 
defensive line, and it afterward took the formidable positions near 
Cheppy, Varennes, Charpentry and Baulny, and afterward Montre- 
beau Woods and Exermont. It remained in the battle five days, exe- 
cuting five separate attacks and losing over 6000 officers and men. 
The Commanding General of the First Army commended the division 
for its fighting spirit. 
| During this five days’ battle the division was opposed by some of 
|| the best divisions of the German army, and from them captured over 
| 1000 officers and men and large quantities of stores and material. 
Relieved in the great battle of Verdun-Argonne from the fighting 
liné for rest, the division after two weeks’ breathing spell was placed 
in the active Sommedicue sector southeast of Verdun, where for three 
weeks it harried the enemy with patrols and raids and deeply pene- 
trated his lines, unsettling his morale. 

Relieved again about Nov. 9 from the Sommedieue sector for rest, 
it went into cantonment in preparation for early operations against 
the enemy in the vicinity of Metz. The armistice of Nov. 11 ended the 
war. 

From the armistice through a period of trying waiting to date the 
division’s interest in military efficiency has not flagged; its appear- 
ance, condition and state of readiness have steadily improved. Upon 
these the Commander in Chief of the American Expeditionary Forces 
has congratulated the division, and to his congratulation the Com- 
manding General of the Second Army now wishes to add his congrat- 


ulations and best wishes.

ORIGIN OF THE 14 POINTS. | 

From the New York World. | 
OL. GEORGE HARVEY challenges. 
the World to disprove his charge that | 
President Wilson “appropriated to his | 
own use 13 of his famous command- | 
ments from England and the fourteenth | 
from Germany.” 
For all we Know, the President might 
have obtained them from Col. | 
who, if we remember correctly, was en- |

thusiastically in favor of them when they 
were promulgated, or from the New York | 
Tribune, which called them “a second | 
emancipation proclamation” and declared 
that the address containing them 
“beyond praise.” 

For Col. Harvey’s enlightenment, how- 
ever, We are willing to explain to him 
the circumstances which brought them 
into being. The war was going badly 
for the allies in the early winter of 1917. 
The Italian disaster had proved almost 
tragic. The Bolsheviki had obtained pos- 
session of Russia and were in conference 
with the Germans at Brest-Litovsk. Al- 
lied diplomacy had been discredited by 
the secret treaties of 1915, of which the 
Bolsheviki were making the best pos- 
sible use in the interest of Germany and 
which German propaganda was capital- 
izing everywhere. | 

There was general complaint that the) 
allies had made no clear and definite 
statement of their war aims and objects. 
The question had been brought up in 
Paris, and the United States had favored 
a. detailed statement signed by all the bel- 
ligerents arrayed against the Central 
Powers. There were differences of opin- | 
ion as to how this could be done, and 
President Wilson finally decided to make 
such a statement himself. 

In the meantime the British labor con- 
ference had bluntly demanded that the 
people who were doing the fighting ané 
making the sacrifices should be told pre- 
cisely what they were fighting for. There- 
upon Lloyd George, on Jan. 5, made a 
speech in which he explained those aims 
and objects as he understood them, and 
President Wilson appeared before Con- 
gress on Jan. &, three days later, with | 
the carefully prepared address contain- | 
ing the 14 points. The World said of| 
the President’s address at the time that |

It: is a _  well- 
known principle of psychology that we 
all steel ourselves in the course of steel- 
ing others, just as the ship captain, 
wishing to reassure those on his ship, 
faces every peril without thought of 
fear, and the officer leading his men in 
battle renders himself the very sum of 
courage by setting an example in cour- 
age to those behind him. 

Polemarchus: If one didn't know 
that one would not make much of a 
Public Safety Commissioner. 

Socrates: No. However, we are as- 
suming that Schmollius does know it. 

Glaucon: Yes. I should say that in 
case of doubt we would go so far as to 
resolve doubt in favor of one whose 
official concern is the safety of us all. 

Socrates: Precisely. Unfortunately, 
I don't know Schmollius. However, I 
find that I feel more secure in the rec- 
ollection that there is such a man hav- 
ing «this public function and probably 
functioning. 

Polemarchus: You would feel some- 
what more secure if you saw him go-

destroying untold human life; that 
the bedbug, by feeding upon those 
diseased and later upon the healthy, 
was transmitting deadly germs and 
spreading disease and death; in fact, 
that all insect life that comes in con- 
tact with human life is tremendously 
dangerous to the human race. 

With the exception of the horney- 
bee and the silkworm, there is prob- 
ably no insect that is not dangerous 
and that does not threaten either life 
or property. .

| } — Home Seed Tester. 


NE of the greatest lessons of 
Orr war has been saving. And 

saving is as important in gar- 
dening as in anything else, says to- 
day's bulletin from the National War 
Garden Commiision. _In order to 
‘save time and effort which would be 
lost by planting worthless seed, all 
‘gardeners should test their seeds be- 
fore they plant them, the bulletin 
continues. 

A simple seed tester can be made 
at home in a few minutes. Take a 
dinner plate and cut a piece of biot- 
ting paper or other thick, soft paper 
without printing on it, to fit into the 
Cut another the same size to 
Pour on 
‘enough water to wet both papers. 
‘Take from 10 to 50 seeds and place 
them between the paper. Keep the 
plate in ordinary room temperature, 
and the papers moist. 

Some seeds will begin to sprout in 
a day or two; others will take longer. 
If the first lot does not sprout try 
another lot. If you cannot make 
the seed sprout in this way it will 
not sprout in the ground, and you 
must get another supply. With most 
seeds at least three-quarters ought 
to germinate. 

For larger testings a pan or tray 
may be used. Small lots of the larger 
iseeds, like corn and beans, may be 
‘sprouted in the tester for planting in 
the garden to save time. Some states 
‘have a pure seed law, which protects 
the gardener; but try to purchase 
seeds of a reliable seedsman, no mat- 
ter if the price is high. It will pay 
in the énd.

| night when I, in company with the

bria, the Sotto-Prefetto said to our. 
hostess: 

“There have been so many contra- 
ventions of the law in this supper 
that the only thing I can do is to— 


"forget them all!”’ 


And he added, to me, that it would 
‘ake the whole Italian army to en- 
force the law strictly, as it would 
be contrary to human nature if the 
Contadini did not conceal some food 
for their own use. 

While it is true that the Contadini 
of Umbria, Tuscany, the Abruzzi and 
the Marche always had plenty, it ts 
equally true that those of Calabria, 
Basilicata and Southern Latium, had 
not. And although the Sicilians had 
plenty, the poor of Palermo suffered | 
terribly. If it had not been for the | 
splendid work of the American Red | 
Cross in the districts named there 
would have been many deaths from 
starvation. 

Some Peasants Grew Rich. 

In many parts of Italy the Con- 
tadini not only had plenty of food 
but grew rich on the high prices at 
which they sold their produce. [ 
saw incontestable proot of this at 
Crieti, Teremo, Ascoti, Piceno and 
other cities that are centers of great 
agricultural regions. I noticed an 
extraordinary number of jewelry 
shops in these towns, and on Sun- 
day mornings when the farm folk 
came in to sell their produce and 
do their shopping these stores were 
crowded with peasant women buying 
heavy gold chains and bracelets, dia- 
mond earrings and coral necklaces. 
That tells its own story. 

A paradoxical phenomenon in parts 
of Tuscany is that peasants who have 
grown so rich through the war that 
they are able to buy their farms out- 
right have at the same time become 


Socialists. Usually, when people get 


rich they grow more conservative, 
but the Tuscan has a peculiar psy- 
chology of his own. 

Tuscany has shared with Piedmont 
the unenviable distinction of being a 
hotbed of dissatisfaction. Tuscany's 
contribution to the fighting forces 


was proportionately far smaller than 


that of any of the provinces of South- | 
ern Italy, and her industrial centers 
were always full of grumblers, of 
pessimists, of men and women who 
would have ended the war at the 
earliest possible moment on any 
terms... This does not apply to Flor- 
ence, sO much as to Prato, Piambino. 
San Giovanni, Val d’'Arno and other 
such manufacturing centers. It is 
in these places, together with the 
industrial centers of Piedmont. that 
Bolshevism is most likely to break 
out. The unpatriotic attitude of so 
many Piedmontese is explained by 
the fact that Giolitti, the statesman 
who did his best to keep Italy out of 
the war and who is looked upon by 
most Italians as pro-German, lives in

HE special master in the suit of John W.

LETTER OF ST. LOUS 
DOCTOR IN GERMANY 


‘Lieut. C. E. Hyndman Writes 


| in Medical Journal of. Visit 
to Verdun.

| A letter from Lieut. C. E. Hynd- 
‘man of the Medical Corps, a St. 
_ Louis physician, who was recently 
_with the Army of Occupation in Ger- 
many, is printed in the April number 
of the Journal of the Missouri State 
|Medical Association. Dr. Hyndman, 
the Journal states, has recently been 
ordered home. The letter was writ- 
ten from Mayen, west of Coblenz. 
Feb. 18, as follows: 

“At lest Il am here in the front 
row We arrived here about 12 
o'clock iast n-ght afier a hard trip of 
hve days and four nights on the train 
without a break. Much of the tim- 
vas put in on side tracks and wait- 
ing for change of engines, etc. Troop 
trains are second to supplies now. 
After four nights of sleeping in every 
manner of cramped position you 
may well guess we were glad to get 
stretched out last night even if 
was ine tent. We were too late to 
be billeted around in the night but 
the tent was very comfortable. To- 
dav we were assigned to billets in 
the town. Lieut. Doyle and I have a 
very nice pair of rooms in the home 
of a baker. 

The Trip to Verdun. 

“From Nevers we went across to 
‘Dijon, then up to _ Isle-sur-Tille, 
where we had to lay over most of a 
day. This is second largest quarter- 
master headquarters in the A. E. F. 
'It is a mammoth place. Looks like 
the terminal yards at home with 
miles and miles of cars and supplies 
of every sort. Several thousand sol- 
diers are stationed there. It is en- | 
tirely American and laid down on/| 
what was open field. Froim here on | 
up to the front was camp after camp 

ft Ss. O. S. and soldiers thick as} 
blackbirds. IMverything is American 

They have taken control of every- | 
thing and are doing and making 
everything. We went on up into 
*“Neuchateau, then to Commercy, | 
passing just a few miles west of Toul. 

“At Commercy we began to see the | 
real effects of war. We traveled on 
up and arrived at St. Mihiel after. 
dark. It was a sight. Absolutely de-. 
stroyed; evidently not a house left. 
Not.a light in the town. Two human | 
beings were there, the railroad sta- 
tionmaster and a railroad watchman. | 
We got out and looked it over as best 
we could at night. Everything was 
razed to the ground. Then we rode’ 
on through the battlefield with its 
trenches and dugouts, camoufjaged | 
|roads, etc., to Verdun. We did not 
‘get’ into the city, which is entirely 
destroyed above ground, but where 
still about 25,000 soldiers live under 
the ground. 


Three Families in Town. 

“The train stopped several times 

to let us get out onto the battlefield 
around the city and to peep into the | 
dugouts; it is just like a prairie dog! 
village blown to pieces by shells. It | 
must have been hell. We passed on 
up through the German  dugouts, | 
trenches, barbed wire entanglements, 
etc., then through Hindenburg's line 
and the back trenches. It is a sight | 
one can hardly conceive. Towns ab- | 
solutely destroyed along the way. | 
We laid over at Audun le Roman 
near the Lorraine border, not § far 
‘rom Metz. The Germans had taken 
his four years ago and because they 
were fired on they dynamited the en- | 
tire town except the railroad station 
and one or two buildings they used | 
themselves Every house blown up. 
There are three families living there | 
now
